Looking to start a grassroots campaign 


Sandlin announces 
candidacy for mayor

AGAWAM — Former state Rep. Rose- 
mary Sandlin announced last week that she 
will run for mayor in the fall election. 

Sandlin, a lifelong resident who served 
on the housing authority for 25 
years, said she is no stranger to 
public service. 

“When my children were in 
schools, I was active with the 
athletic association,” she said. 
“[’m also a member of the 
Friends of the Agawam Pub- 
lic Library and just became a 
member of the senior center.” 

Sandlin has also served on 
the school committee for 22 
years, was the state represen- 
tative for two terms. She lost 
the seat in last fall’s election 
to Nicholas A. Boldyga, R- 
Southwick. 

“Tt’s always been a goal of mine to be the 
mayor of Agawam,” Sandlin said, adding, 
“The best way to utilize my experience is in 
the top position.” 

Her goal is to look at the town with “an eye 
toward functionality rather than personality. 

“We need to overhaul the city government 
to make sure every penny taxpayers are pay-

ing is getting real value,” Sandlin said. “This 
means thinking outside the box and making 
bold decisions.” 

Sandlin said she will run a positive cam- 
paign. 

“T won’t be looking backwards,” she said. 
“Tm a citizen of Agawam and I’m going to 
be listening to the citizens of Agawam. 

“I’m starting a grassroots campaign,” 
said Sandlin. “I want the people of Aga- 
wam to know [that] my key advisors will 
be the citizens.” 

“T think we, as a communi- 
ty, can come together to attack 
the needs of the future even 
though we have tough finan- 
cial times,” Sandlin said. “We 
have to look at every depart- 
ment and look to see what the 
key areas are.” 

If elected to office, Sandlin 
said she would study every 
barrier to attracting new busi- 
nesses. In addition, Sandlin 
said she would like to see more 
programming for seniors at 

the senior center, especially 
during the evening hours. 

“We have a great senior center and it’s run 
wonderfully, but I’m looking for feedback 
from the community on what it sees its need 
is for senior programming,” she said. 

Sandlin is the second resident to announce 
an election bid this fall. Walter A. Meissner 
has also declared his intention to seek the 
mayor’s seat. 

Nomination papers for the fall election

will be available in the office of Town Clerk 
Richard M. Theroux starting May 2. 

“T had to think long and hard and I have 
decided that I will run,” said Sandlin. “I 
think I can be a positive influence on Aga- 
wam. I see this as another way to give back 
to the community that’s been very good to 
me. I welcome the competition.” 

Current Mayor Richard A. Cohen, who 
has yet to declare his intent to seek re-elec- 
tion, issued a statement following Sandlin’s 
announcement. 

“Tt is my understanding that the political 
calendar for the upcoming election has been 
set,’ said Cohen. “However, at this time I 
am concentrating on the budget for the next 
fiscal year. There will be plenty of time for 
standing on the street corners and waiving, 
but this year’s fiscal budget is more impor- 
tant than politics.”

AGAWAM - The Agawam School Com- 
mittee unexpectedly tabled the vote on the 
school department’s fiscal year 2012 budget 
on Tuesday, April 26, pending a meeting be- 
tween school Superintendent Dr. Mary A.

They plan to 
discuss possible concessions by the teachers’ 
union to help stave off the impending layoffs 
of 3.8 teachers, 13 paraprofessionals, 2 secre- 
taries, and the 13 retirements and nonreplaced 
positions that will not be refilled next year.

Sewage case turned 
over to district attorney

AGAWAM — A month after two sewer 
pipes were damaged, causing raw sewage 
to leak in the area of Meadow Street, the 
town has turned the matter over the Hamp- 
den County District Attorney’s office, ac- 
cording to Mayor Richard A. Cohen. 

Cohen declined to comment on the matter 
last week, referring all inquiries to the office 
of District Attorney Mark Mastroianni. 

The incident happened on March 18 on 
private property off Meadow Street. Ac- 
cording to the initial investigation, the 
Department of Public Works was notified 
that an unattended backhoe was left in the 
“Meadows Section” of town at the turf 
farm. Investigators discovered the excava- 
tion and subsequent damage with discharge 
coming from the main upon inspection. 

The line conveys wastewater to Bondi’s 


Island for treatment. 


DPW Superintendent Christopher Golba 
contracted Bruschi Brothers of Ludlow (a 
sewer installation and maintenance compa- 
ny) to assess the damage. They determined 
the mains on both 10-inch and 20-inch 
pipes would need to be shut down in order 
to perform repairs. McVac, a company out 
of New Haven, Conn., was called to man- 
age the wastewater that was pumped from 
the Main Street pump station to Bondi’s 
Island. 

The mains had to be shut down for about 
40 hours. 

Cohen said the town worked to repair the 
damage because it had caused an environ- 
mental hazard. He declined to state the total 
cost of the cleanup. 

The town is responsible for the payment 
of contractors’ bills, though it may be in a 
position to seek reimbursement when the 
responsible party is identified.

Turning an eye 
towards green energy 


Town looks to secure 
waiver from state

AGAWAM - The Town of Agawam 
will pursue Green Energy Community 
status and attempt to secure a waiver 
from the Commonwealth if the Aga- 
wam City Council approves a resolu- 
tion at its next meeting, May 2 at 7 p.m. 
The resolution was submitted by Vice 
President Robert Rossi. 

Currently 35 communities have 
achieved the environmentally friendly 
status and have been made eligible for 
grant funding by the state to further 
their green initiatives. 

Agawam has achieved four of the 
five criterion required to get the des- 
ignation; the one requirement that has 
gone unfulfilled is the adoption of the 
stretch code. The city council voted 
down the code, which places additional 
requirements on new buildings to make 
them more energy efficient. 

The code would likely place more 
costs on developers. 

Because it was turned down by the 
council, the stretch code cannot be 
brought back for a vote for two years, 
Planning and Community Develop- 
ment Director Deborah Dachos said 
Monday. 

However, the green energy commu- 
nity application allows municipalities 
to apply for up to one waiver of the five 
criterions. 

“Tt’s allowed and we have decided 
to go forward with the green commu- 
nity application,” said Dachos. “But 
it is definitely going to be a very hard 
sell. They are not just going to grant the 
waiver easily.” 

The “Energy Smart Agawam” initia- 
tive is just one piece of the attempt by 


the town to show the state how hard it is 
working to become an energy efficient 
and green community. Initiatives like 
that will go a long way toward helping 
the town to be granted the waiver. 

Rossi’s preamble states the “Energy 
Smart Agawam” initiative would help 
Agawam consumers save money by 
giving them more choices over how 
they consume and conserve energy. 

“Tt is an investment in the future of 
our city, our residents, and our neigh- 
borhoods and is an important first 
step toward creating the green jobs of 
the future and building a clean energy 
economy,” states the preamble. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen also began 
an initiative of his own to help save en- 
ergy when he distributed a memoran- 
dum to all town departments and em- 
ployees, including the schools, seeking 
an all-out effort to save energy in all 
town-owned buildings. 

“We have a responsibility to the 
people of this town that pay taxes to 
do whatever we can to save energy and 
keep our energy bills down,” said Co- 
hen. “The price of gas has also started 
to rise up and get out of hand and we 
need to watch our usage.” 

Cohen’s directive requests that any 
town employee that uses a “pool,” or 
shared town vehicle to clear all trips 
through Cohen before using it. He re- 
quested that public works employees 
work to streamline their trips out into 
the field to maximize gas usage. 

The town has fulfilled the other criteri- 
on, including, most recently, purchasing 
energy efficient vehicles for the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and the Agawam 
Fire Department. Both are supervisor 
vehicles and are hybrid Ford Escapes. 
Dachos said the town is beginning to 
compile a list of possible green proj- 
ects that could be done later this year if 
Agawam receives the waiver.

AGAWAM - The Agawam Parks and 
Recreation Department will soon have 
a new home at the Department of Public 
Works complex located at 1000 Suffield 
St., Parks and Recreation Director Chris- 
topher Sparks said this week. 

However, the move to that complex has 
been delayed and there is no specific time- 
line on how long it will 
take for the new parks 
and recreation offices 
to be ready. 

The move was ne- 
cessitated by a request 
from the Agawam 
Public Schools, which 
must take back the 
space utilized by the 
parks and recreation 
and the building main- 
tenance department, 
which stored supplies 
and vehicles in the rear of Agawam High 
School. 

Sparks said the park and recreation of- 
fice has operated out of the high school for 
many years and that the school district has 
always been a good host. 

“Tt has always worked out well and the 
high school has been very good to us,” said 
Sparks. “We never had any problems.” 

The parks and recreation and building 
maintenance department have their own 
separate entrances in the rear of the school 
and are segregated from the high school 
population. Visitors are not required to go 
through the school’s security parameters 
to access the department. 

The high school will be transforming 
the space into a television studio and will 
utilize it to further their educational pro- 
gramming and fulfill requirements for ac- 
creditation with the New England Associ- 
ation of Schools and Colleges (NEASC). 

Sparks said he had hoped to move the 
offices during the past week in time for the

signups for summer camp, but that the de- 
lay is unavoidable. 

“We were hoping not to have to change 
locations during the initial sign-ups to 
avoid confusion with the people in town,” 
said Sparks. 

Initial sign-ups for the Perry Lane Camp 
will run from April 27 to May 9. Sparks 
said people can sign their children up for 
the first two sessions during that time. A 
large sign-up drive was held on April 27 
at Agawam Junior 
High School to 
kick-off the season. 
The Perry Lane 
program offers 
camp for children 
ages 4 through 16. 

After the initial 
drive, parents want- 
ing to sign their 
children up for the 
camp should go to 
the current parks 
and recreation of- 
fice behind the high school. Sparks said at 
the time of the move, he will be sending 
out a press release that will run in the Aga- 
wam Advertiser News. 

“We want to make sure people are aware 
of our move and know when it is happen- 
ing,” said Sparks. “We get a decent amount 
of traffic coming through our office, espe- 
cially during this sign-up period.” 

Sparks said nothing will be changing 
about the operations of the parks and rec- 
reation department, and he welcomes the 
move to the DPW facility. 

“We're going to be moving into a new 
building that will provide better acces- 
sibility and parking for residents,” said 
Sparks. 

Sparks said the school district did not set 
a specific date for the space to be cleared. 

Last week, the Agawam City Council 
authorized the borrowing of $130,000 for 
work on the new building maintenance de- 
partment building.

The marriage of print 


and technology 


ome might argue that the marriage 
of print media and new technol- 


ogy occurred when newspapers 
began pushing their content online years 
and years ago, but lately it seems the re- 
lationship has truly blossomed with the 
hype for Quick Response, or QR, codes. 
As smartphones become a norm among 
the public and instant gratification grows 
— consumers want answers now and they 
want it in the palm of their hands. The 
QR code does just that. A QR code is a 
small box made up of a matrix barcode 
readable only by dedicated barcode read- 
ers and smartphones. Typically the code 
is made up of black markings with a white 
background. The information can include 
text, websites or other data. With a simple 
scan of the code 
al the consumer 
[m] [m] can be brought 
straight to a 
= website where 
more product 
information is 
available. The 
need for print is 
a must with this 
technology. 

Although the rave for the QR codes is 
just catching on in the United States, it 
was first made popular in Japan where it 
was created by Denso-Wave, a subsidiary 
of Toyota, in 1994. It was first used for 
tracking parts in vehicle manufacturing, 
but is now used in much broader ways 
— including commercial tracking and con- 
venience for consumers. 

These codes are popping up in stores, 
magazines, signs, buses, business cards 
and most recently in newspaper adver- 
tisements. Several of Turley Publications’ 
newspapers are sporting QR codes, in-

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Using the codes is free and easy — if 
you have a smartphone. Simply download 
the free scanner application — there are

How to keep your Easter lily looking its best 


Good Friday, joking that he most likely 

didn’t have time to talk to me on such a 
busy “flower day.” “You probably have an 
Easter lily in your hand,” I laughed. “As a 
matter of fact I do!” he replied, and went on 
tell me how he and his employees had just 
“foiled” 200 for a local church. In his experi- 
ence the sale of Easter lilies for the holiday 
has declined some over the years. People 
would prefer to give pots of forced tulips as 
gifts instead, citing cost and ease of care as 
likely motives. Even so, the Easter lily ranks 
fourth in potted plant sales, with 11.5 mil- 
lion sold yearly! 

According to the Easter Lily Foundation, 
nearly all of the bulbs necessary to produce 
our holiday plants are grown in a relatively 
small area on either side of the borders of 
Oregon and California, within view of the 
Pacific Ocean. Known as “Easter Lily Capi- 
tal of the World,” this area is no more than

one-half mile wide, by 12 miles long. The 
growing conditions for lilies are just per- 
fect there; the soil is fertile 
and the climate rarely sees 
drought or a freeze. Amaz- 
ingly enough, it takes three 
seasons of harvesting and 
replanting for the bulb to 
reach the appropriate size 
for Easter potted plants. That 
means it has already spent an 
astounding 1,000 days under- 
ground before ever reaching 
our doorstep. Sounds to me 
as if the care we provide will 
be easily compared to what 
the growers have already 
gone through! 

To prolong the life of your

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the plant to keep it looking its best. Position 
the pot in bright but indirect natural daylight. 
It prefers temperatures a

the same manner once it has finished flow- 
ering. When the weather warms it can be 
planted outside for years of additional en- 
joyment. Choose a sunny location that has 
rich but well-drained soil. Sink the bulb with 
foliage and stem attached, to a depth of three 
inches and water well. After the original foli- 
age dies, cut it back to the soil surface. New 
growth will soon emerge. Lilies benefit from 
a layer of mulch to keep their roots cool. Al- 
though they are quite hardy, do provide some 
winter protection in the form of straw, ever- 
green boughs or the like. With any luck you 
will be delighted with big, beautiful white 
flowers next summer. Although lilies bloom 
in spring under the controlled conditions of 
the greenhouse, they bloom naturally during 
the summer months.

Local duo publishes 
Christian devotional

AGAWAM — Spiritual wellbeing is an 
important part of living a happy, fulfilling 
life, although today it is often difficult to find 
our spiritual path. With that thought in mind, 
Agawam residents Gregg Joseph Kretschmer

The purpose of the devotional — which in- 
cludes Scripture from the Book of Matthew, 
New Testament NIV version of the Bible — 
is to encourage people in faith to draw them 
closer to God. The book is broken down into 
readings — one per day — that “give [read- 
ers] something to stand on for that day,” said 
Ravizza. “It’s a spiritual read to help the in- 
ternal selves face the adversity of life.” 

He cautioned that the book is not meant to 
be a political read; rather, it’s a book to help 
the reader strengthen his or her relationship 
with God, and by exten- 

sion, with others. 

“We can all relate to 
this,’ Ravizza said. “It’s 
all about relationships.” 

The idea for the book 
came to Ravizza through 
prayer, he said.

teacher cuts in it,’ said Reed. 

Juzba echoed Reed and said she could support the budget 
if “we put another $100,000 in it and saved those teachers’ 
jobs.” 

Mouneimneh went a step further, adding, “Paraprofession- 
als and secretaries are just as important as the teachers’ jobs. 
I will not be able to support this budget.” 

Committee members Anthony Bonavita and Linda Galar- 
neau argued that the 3.8 teacher positions are in classes (one 
grade 6 teacher; one high school technical education teacher; 
one high school business teacher) where there are low class 
enrollment numbers. Czajkowski responded that the prob- 
lem was not in the 3.8 positions being cut by the layoffs, but 
rather in the 13 retirement positions not being refilled. 

“The retirement positions are what are going to impact 
class sizes,’ Czajkowski said. “We’ve already seen class 
sizes grow from 18 to 26. Twenty-six children in a second 
grade class—that’s where you’re going to see and feel the 
impact of these cuts.” 

Long-time school committee member Roberta Doer- 
ing then inquired of Czajkowski what would happen if the 
committee did not pass the budget. Czajkowski deferred to 
School Committee Chairman and Mayor Richard A. Co- 
hen, drawing a loud reaction from the crowd, which had ex- 
pressed its displeasure in the school department’s budget at 
previous meetings and has requested that the mayor explore 
other townwide cost-saving measures such as bi-weekly 
trash pick-up; publish the town’s budget; and consider rais- 
ing town taxes. 

Cohen’s response was lengthy and heated; inciting criti- 
cism as being “rude,” “uncivil,’ and “condescending” from 
some who later spoke on record during Citizens’ Speak Time 
and during the public vote. 

“Then the mayor can do what the mayor wants to do,” 
said Cohen. “It becomes my budget and I can cut 1.8, 1.5, or 
even 1.9. When I came back, I said that using $1.5 million in 
stimulus money to fund operations was bad business and we 
shouldn’t do it. But we did because that’s what everyone else 
was doing. Local aid has been cut by 7 percent, schools by 
2 percent. I can’t put money into the budget that isn’t there. 
Westfield has cut teachers. Springfield is looking at cutting 
teachers. We’re not immune, and to blame me or anyone who 
sits up here is unfair. I’m one voice on the school committee. 
It’s terribly unfair to blame the mayor.” 

As a long line of residents went on record as opposing the 
budget, Czajkowski and Janik had a quiet conversation, and 
just prior to the formal vote of the school committee, Cza- 
jkowski addressed them. 

“Is it time for the community, the associations to come 
together—the education association, the secretaries union, 
the administration association—and say we’re willing to 
give up certain things? Are teachers willing to cover each 
other’s classes without pay to help save a [paraprofessional], 
a teacher, a retiree’s position? Is now the time for that dis- 
cussion?” said Czajkowski requesting that Janik speak to the 
committee. 

Cohen tried to argue that asking Janik to speak on a pos- 
sible concession on the part of the teachers’ union that might 
help save money and positions would violate the fair labor 
contract practices, but Czajkowski countered that it was not 
a negotiation, but rather a discussion. 

“We’re in the 12th hour and we’re asking, ‘Is there a way?’ 
Maybe there is,” said Czajkowski. 

As Galarneau tried to argue the sense in bringing Janik up 
to speak “in the 11th hour when everyone knew and the writ- 
ing was on the wall,” Doering interrupted. 

“We’re trying to save what we’re cutting. If there’s even a 
slight possibility, then we should listen. It’s so important to 
all of us,” said Doering. 

Bonavita moved that the session go back into committee 
so that Janik could speak. Janik then said that while he was 
never certain of which way the AEA would vote on an issue, 
he would be willing to meet with the administration and ex- 
plore the options available to them. 

“We are willing to look at any kind of possibility that 
could save jobs. I can’t tell you what the membership will 
vote, but it has to be beneficial to both sides. Teachers cover- 
ing during their duty period without pay is a negotiable item. 
Having teachers covered during their duty periods or having 
a teacher cover another teacher’s class without pay, those are 
negotiable items,” said Janik. 

Janik and Czajkowski agreed to meet Wednesday, April 27 
and another public school department meeting will be held 
Friday, April 29 at 5 p.m. at the Roberta G. Doering School 
auditorium to review the outcome and any union vote that 
may have resulted from it. The school committee will then 
presumably vote on the budget.

There is a transaction fee for a MasterCard 
or Discover Card payment. The fee schedule 
is listed online. 

The more parents that take advantage of 
prepaying, the faster service will be during 
lunch periods, thereby allowing students 
more time to enjoy their meal.
